The movement to ban semiautomatic weapons. . . 


A friend on the East Coast recently 
called to my attention an opinion 
piece published on the op-ed. pages of 
the New York Times May 12. Entitled, 
“Restrict Rambo Weapons,” the opin¬ 
ion piece expressed concern over para¬ 
military weapons in civilian hands and 
called for standards by which such wea¬ 
pons could be more tightly controlled 
by the government. 

The piece, by Josh Sugarmann, who 
is involved in the handgun control 
movement, is typical of the type of 
anti-firearm rhetoric so common in our 
liberal-dominated media. You rarely 
find any other type of comment on 
guns in the press which, for the most 
part I’m convinced, seeks to suppress 
any pro-gun sentiment expressed by the 
public. 

“With many new paramilitary or 
assault guns and accessories arriving 
on the civilian market,” writes Sugar¬ 
mann, “proponents of restricting hand¬ 
guns must mount an effective challenge 
to these new weapons. 

“The semiautomatic versions of mili¬ 
tary machine guns — they fire only 
one bullet per trigger pull — are in¬ 
creasingly turning up in the hands of 
drug dealers, gang members and para¬ 
noid survivalists who run amok in shop¬ 
ping malls ” (my italics). 

As I recall there were news reports 
some months back about a woman 
wearing camouflage clothing going ber¬ 
serk in a shopping mall — I believe 
it was in the east somewhere — and 
shooting a number of people with a 
rifle before someone grabbed the gun 
and subdued her. As it turned out, she 
had a history of mental illness. The 
rifle she used, according to the infor¬ 
mation I had, was a .22 semiautomatic. 

Well, she wore camos and had a semi¬ 
auto rifle. Guess that made her a 
“survivalist” — at least in the eyes 
of paranoid anti-gunners like Mr. Sugar¬ 
mann. 

He goes on in his opinion piece to 
say that the federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tbbacco and Firearms estimates “more 
than half a million of these weapons 
are in civilian hands. . . Such para¬ 
military weapons as the Colt AR-15, 
Uzi, MAC-10 and TEC-9 kill large 
numbers of people quickly.” Most of 
these guns, he adds, are more “con- 


cealable” (a favorite term of the anti¬ 
gunners) than standard long guns such 
as rifles and shotguns. 

The “handgun restriction movement,” 
Sugarmann says, “has slowly begun 
to move beyond its handgun-only mind¬ 
set. But dealing with the issue is not 
easy. The National Rifle Association, 
after all, has created an ’industry’ out 
of the myth that controlling or ban¬ 
ning handguns is the first step down 
the slippery slope to total confiscation 
of guns.” 

Police officials, adds Sugarmann, 
“have begun to call for restrictions on 
the sale of paramilitary weapons and 
their accoutrements. Heeding the police, 
the handgun restriction movement, 
whose goal is to save lives, should 
seek laws limiting the availability of 
paramilitary weapons, even at the risk 
of appearing to prove the National Rifle 
Association right.” 

I never doubted that banning hand¬ 
guns was only the beginning for these 
people. When you hear some of them 
talk you get the distinct impression 
they won’t be satisfied until the civilian 
population is totally disarmed. 

With all those fearsome assault-type 
weapons out there in the hands of 
those iearsomely unregulated civilians, 
why aren’t there lots of mass murders 
being committed daily all over the 
country? Certainly, whenever there is 
such a shooting spree anywhere, it 
makes BIG news. Such crime news is 
outrageously sensational, is quick 
and easy to gather and sells very well 
indeed. 

Doubtless, firearms are dangerous 
weapons. And paramilitary or assault 
firearms are designed, as are military 
weapons, to inflict injury and death 
upon people, although they certainly 
do have other uses and in civilian 
hands, are extremely rarely used to 
illegally kill people. 

If you are a believer in the respon¬ 
sible, law-abiding use and possession 
of firearms by civilians, including 
assault weapons, take a stand and make 
your views known. Get involved, speak 
out, vote. Don’t let our media and the 
anti-gun special interests who have so 
much influence in it take away your 
firearm rights and freedoms — Jim 
Benson.

Inaccurate medical lab test analysis, flash 
flood dangers, ‘invisible gun ’ ban, excessive 
world population growth .. . 


HEN a patient goes to his doctor 
and is given a blood test he is 
often anxious to know the results of 
that test. In many instances the test 
results are used by the physician to con¬ 
firm or reject a tentative diagnosis. 

More than three billion medical lab 
tests were performed in the IXS. last 
year. These tests are used to diagnose 
everything from pregnancy to cancer. 

A new study undertaken by the 
General Accounting Office, GAO, may 
give both patients and physicians rea¬ 
son to question the accuracy of many 
medical lab tests. The study says that 
it is “virtually impossible” to know if 
medical tests performed in physicians' 
offices are accurate. Lab tests performed 
in doctors' offices account for half the 
total medical tests performed in the 
country each year. The study notes that 
only 14 states have even limited guide¬ 
lines regarding lab tests done in doc¬ 
tors' offices. Further, many of the tech¬ 
nicians doing the tests are paid on the 
basis of the number of tests they ana¬ 
lyze each day. This piece-work method 
of payment, says the GAO, encourages 
mistakes as technicians try to analyze 
the maximu m number of tests. 

Flash Flood Dangers — While tor¬ 
nadoes, lightning and hurricanes gen¬ 
erate more publicity, according to the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, NOAA, it is flash flood¬ 
ing which kills more people in the U.S. 
than any other weather-related phen¬ 
omenon. 

According to a NOAA study of weather- 
related deaths between the years 1961 
to 1985, twice as many people were 
killed by flash floods as were killed by 
lightning or by tornadoes. Almost five 
times as many died in flash floods as 
died in hurricanes. 

The study showed that between 1980 
and 1985 more than 1,000 people died 
as a result of flash flooding. During 
the same years lightning claimed 434 
victims, tornadoes 364, and hurricanes 
58. 

The study noted that many areas 
which are prone to flash flooding are 
now being used for outdoor recreational 
activities such as camping, hiking, and 
hunting. Further, many designated 
floodplanes are now being subject to 
housing and other urban development. 

Invisible Guns To Be Banned — In 

what appears to be a defeat for the 
National Rifle Association, NRA, the 
Reagan administration, through the 
Justice Department, has endorsed 
legislation which would require that 


so-called “plastic guns” contain at 
least 3.7 ounces of metal so that they 
would be detectable by current gener¬ 
ation metal detectors. The legislation 
would prohibit manufacture, import, or 
possession of weapons which do not 
meet the standard. 

Overpopulation — Overpopulation has 
in the past resulted in wars, famine, 
and economic deprivation. According 
to statistics released by the Population 
Reference Bureau, PRB, the problem 
of global overpopulation may be worse 
than previously thought. 

A new report by the PRB indicates 
that the growth rate of the world's 
population is higher than previous 
estimates indicated. Current world 
population is somewhat more than 5.1 


billion and is increasing by 1.7 percent 
per year. At that rate the 6th billionth 
person will be born before the year 
2 , 000 . 

Experts had predicted a leveling of 
population growth rates, particularly 
in the less developed countries. That 
has not happened. Africa's population 
has been growing at 2.9 percent per 
year, while India's has grown at 2.0 
percent. China, even though it has a 
stringent population control program, 
shows a 1.4 percent annual growth in 
population. The average for all the 
underdeveloped countries is 2.1 per¬ 
cent. This compares to an overall rate 
of population growth in the developed 
countries of 0.6 percent. 

At the current rate, the population 
of the world will double in 40 years. •

rWl HE mountain environment can 
X be an unforgiving place. Most 
people immediately think of “falling 
off the mountain,” but be assured that 
weather, rockfall, avalanche, or even 
simple routefinding can be hazardous. 

The high mountains can be decep¬ 
tively alluring. One minute the blue 
skies and sunshine makes shorts and 
T-shirts seem okay.. An hour later a 
sudden storm can drop the tempera¬ 
ture 40 degrees and bring heavy snow 
and winds. 

Yet to survive in the mountains you 
don’t need to have experience on an 
Everest expedition. On the other hand, 
inner-city couch potatoes will proba¬ 
bly get their skins peeled. 

I’ve divided the aspects of mountain 
sense into different categories, all of 
which can be within the grasp of even 
the most inexperienced outdoorsman. 
It’s a matter of common sense, prepa¬ 
ration, and keeping your head in what 
can be harsh circumstances. 

Clothing — It’s important to remem¬ 
ber that cotton clothing can be a real 
problem, especially when it gets wet. 
As the guides at Rainier Mountaineer 
ing on Mt. Rainier tell their clients: 
“cotton kills.” 

Keeping warm in harsh outdoor con 
ditions has been one of man’s oldest 
problems. Indeed, the right clothing 
has been, it could be argued, a key 
element of human survival. 

If there is one word that I’d choose 
to best describe the methods of staying 
comfortable outdoors it would be layer¬ 
ing. It is a simple, common sense idea: 
when you’re cold, add a layer; if you’re 
hot, take one off. The concept of layer¬ 
ing is important not just to keep from 
getting too cold but also, it’s crucial 
to note, to keep from getting over¬ 
heated. I recently heard of a soldier 
in Alaska who collapsed while chop¬ 
ping wood in -40 degrees F. temper¬ 
atures. The diagnosis? Surprisingly, he 
was overcome by heat stroke. 

Starting from the inside out, the first 
layer next to your skin should be long 


underwear that “wicks” perspiration 
from the body. In my opinion, the best 
choice is polypropylene underwear. The 
material is unique in that it combines 
the “wicking” action with almost no 
water absorption. For avoiding that 
“clammy” feeling of sweaty clothing 
in cold weather, polypropylene can’t be 
beat. 

Over the underwear should be a good 
wool sweater, fiber pile, or some com¬ 
bination thereof. Originally used in 
rugs and carpets, fiber pile was adap¬ 
ted a decade ago by mountaineers 
searching for a way to stay warm in 
cold, wet conditions. Essentially a 
heavy duty polyester fabric, pile won’t 
absorb more than 1 percent of its 
weight in water. The top layer should 
be a waterproof parka and pants. 

Travel — Getting around in the moun¬ 
tains probably has as much to do with 
prior knowledge of the terrain as any¬ 
thing else. If you know what you’re in 


for, you can plan accordingly. Climate 
and geology make the mountains what 
they are. If an area is known for 
heavy rainfall, you can prepare for it. 

But if you find yourself in unfamiliar 
territory without a map or a guide¬ 
book, here are a few key items to re 
member: 

Gather as much information as pos¬ 
sible. Your sources might be asking 
around, finding a map, or just close 
observation of the terrain. 

Watch for the way back. Use land¬ 
marks (large and small) for a mental 
guide. Look for emergency campsites, 
water supplies, etc. 

Watch for trails. Even in areas not 
known for well-used trails can be found 
hints of previous foot traffic. You,may 
find useful remnants of trails used by 
miners or trappers. 

Travel above the brush on early sea¬ 
son snowcover. 

Aim for the heaviest timber because

BELOW — European 
honeybees are more 
docile and more 
productive than 
African bees. When 
African bees attack, 
thousands will swarm 
from a hive and 
continue stinging a 
victim even as he 
tries to escape 
(Tomagawa University, 
Tokyo — Institute of 
Honeybee Science). 


makes the African bee a “killer bee?” 

Basically the difference is one of per¬ 
sonality and behavior. The African bee 
is simply nastier and meaner than the 
European bee. African bees will attack 
anyone and anything at the slightest 
of provocations. Simply walking in the 
vicinity of a hive is enough to set Afri¬ 
can bees on a stinging rampage. When 
they do sting they do so with an inten¬ 
sity that is 8 to 10 times greater than 
the European bee. They will attack by 
the thousands, continuing to harass a 
victim even after stinging. 

For a bee, African or European, sting¬ 
ing a victim is akin to a kamikaze 
attack, as the loss of the stinger is 
fatal to the bee. 

Frenzied African bees will follow and 
continue to attack a victim even as 
that victim attempts to escape. 

The death of a University of Miami 
student in Costa Rica in 1986 illus¬ 
trates the tenacious ferocity of the 
African bee. Having somehow dis¬ 
turbed a nest of African bees the stu¬

AY the words “killer bees” to 
someone and almost invariably 
they will begin to smile as memories 
of grade-B movies, (no pun intended), 
or television comedy sketches come to 
mind. 

For a growing number of people, 
however, those initial giggles have 
given way to a serious concern about 
the health and safety of the American 
public and about a very real threat to 
the $20 billion a year U.S. fruit and 
vegetable industry. 

Moving northward at 300 or more 
miles per year the bees continue their 
relentless advance towards the southern 
border of the U.S. Their journey which 
began in Brazil in 1957 has left a 
wake of human and animal deaths in 
every country through which they have 
passed. They have also decimated large 
parts of the agricultural output of a 
number of South and Central Ameri¬ 
can countries. 

U.S. authorities, both federal and 
state, are now busily engaged in efforts 
to prevent the bees from reaching this 
country. Should these efforts fail, as 
many experts predict they will, the 



cost will be measured in both money 
and lives. 

The killer bee is in reality a normal 
African honeybee (Apis Mellifera Scut- 
ellata). It is virtually indistinguish¬ 
able from the common bee with which 
we are all familiar, the European 
honeybee. The sting from an African 
bee is, by itself, no worse than that 
from its European cousin. The venom 
from the African bee is neither more 
poisonous nor irritating than that of 
the European honeybee. What then 


dent attempted to escape their stings. 
He never made it. His body was later 
recovered and was found to have an 
average of 45 stings on every square 
inch of body surface. According to 
experts a person attacked by African 
bees “could easily get four or five 
hundred stings a minute,” more than 
enough to kill an average adult. 

African bees have other undesirable 
charac teristics which while not deadly, 
pose a threat to a large portion of U.S. 
agricultural production. 
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Some $20 billion worth of crops 
depend on bee pollination in the U.S. 
each year. These crops range from 
apples and alfalfa to strawberries 
and almonds. 1b accomplish this, bee 
keepers in the U.S. utilize the services 
of the European honeybee. These bees 
are docile and easily controlled. They 
tend to swarm infrequently and. for 
the most part, seem to accept the sym¬ 
biotic relationship with man that has 
developed over the years. 

African bees on the other hand are 
virtually uncontrollable. They travel 
faster and farther than do European 
bees, and at the slightest provocation 
will abandon their hive and travel up 
to 100 miles before establishing a new 
one. These characteristics, like their 
aggressiveness, are genetically con¬ 
trolled. 

Unfortunately when European and 
African bees interbreed it is the gen¬ 
etic traits of the African bee which 
predominate. According to entomolo¬ 
gists it is highly probable that should 
African bees succeed in establishing 
themselves in the U.S. they could vir¬ 
tually wipe out the European honeybee 
and with it, a large part of the U.S. 
fruit and vegetable industry. That 
exact scenario has already happened in 
a nuhiber of South American countries. 

The Beginning; — The killer bee 
problem being faced by the U.S. and 
her southern neighbors stems from a 
combination of factors that began in 
Brazil in 1956. It is a problem that 
perfectly illustrates the '‘what can go 
wrong will go wrong” maxim of Mur¬ 
phy’s Law. 

In 1956 a University of Sao Paulo 
geneticist was asked to try to improve 
the productivity of the Brazilian honey¬ 
bee industry. He realized immediately 
that the European honeybees then in 
use by the industry were not well 
suited to the tropical climate of Brazil. 
The solution he came up with seemed 
simple and logical enough, the inter¬ 
breeding of domestic Brazilian honey¬ 
bees with imported African honeybees. 
It was hoped that the offspring pro¬ 
duced by the interbreeding would re¬ 
sult in a bee as efficient as the Euro¬ 
pean but at the same time one that 
would be genetically adapted to the 
warmer climate of Brazil. 

By 1957 the project was underway. 
Specially designed hives were used to 
house imported, fertilized African 


queen bees. The hives allowed the 
smaller worker bees to come and go, 
but prevented the larger queen and 
drone bees from escaping. That is until 
a visitor accidently opened the covers 
to the special hives. The result was 
that 26 queen bees and their colonies 
escaped. As noted before, African bees 
fly farther and faster than European 
bees. Because of this, it was not long 
before new African bee colonies spread 
throughout Brazil. As they did so they 
interbred with domestic Brazilian bees, 
diluting and eventually overpowering 
the domestic bee gene pool. 

The African bee continued to spread 
outward from Brazil covering 200 to 
300 miles per year. By 1971 the bees 
were in all the countries bordering 
Brazil, and by 1980 they had reached 
the northern coast of South America. 
The effects of this migration on both 
the human populations and agricul¬ 
tural activities of South America were 
disastrous. In Venezuela for instance, 
the production of honey went from 
almost 600 tons in 1975 before the 
African bees arrived) to less than 100 
tons in 1981, just two years after the 


African bees reached the country. The 
bees also left in their wake hundreds 
of human deaths and untold numbers 
of livestock deaths. 

As scientists watched helplessly, the 
relentless spread of the bees continued, 
and by 1986 they had reached southern 
Mexico. Even before that however, a 
startling find was made in southern 
California in 1985. 

In June of that year a worker at the 
Lost Hills oil fields near Bakersfield, 
California, was attacked by a swarm 
of bees while operating a front end 
loader. Fortunately for the worker the 
cabin of the machine protected him 
from the bees and he was able to use 
the loader to bury the underground 
nest from which the bees had swarmed. 

State officials moved quickly and 
soon confirmed that the worker was 
indeed attacked by killer bees. The 
original nest was wiped out and a 
search for other colonies began. By 
December of 1985 California officials 
had discovered and destroyed some 
twelve colonies containing African bees 
within a 450-mile radius of the initial 
find at Lost Hills. The crisis was de- 
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dared over, and so far no other colon¬ 
ies have been found. Researchers theor¬ 
ize that the bees were brought to Cali¬ 
fornia aboard oil drilling equipment 
which had passed through the Panama 
Canal on its way to California. 

The Lost Hills incident was only a 
diversionary attack. The main body of 
African bees continues to move north 
through Mexico, Current predictions 
are that by 1989 or 1990 the U.S. can 
expect to see the first large scale inva¬ 
sions of African bees. 

Urgent Efforts — As swarms of Afri¬ 
can bees make their way north, efforts 
to stop them before they reach the U.S. 
have taken on a new urgency. Scien¬ 
tists have assembled an array of wea¬ 
pons to be used against the bees. 
These range from mechanical trapping 
devices to synthetic queen bees scents 
which it is hoped will lure the African 
bees to specific locations where they 
can then be eliminated. 

One of the larger projects to stop the 
bees began in late 1987 as a cooper¬ 
ative venture between the U.S. and 
Mexican governments. The plan calls 
for establishing a “bee-free” zone at 
the narrowest part of Mexico, the 
Isthmus of Tbhuantepec. In this zone 
a combination of methods will be used 
against the bees. Attempts will be 
made to genetically dilute the African 
bee colonies by first killing off as 
many of the African bees as possible, 
and then releasing large numbers of 
European drone bees to fertilize the 


African queens. An intensive quaran¬ 
tine effort is also planned for the bee- 
free zone. All traffic in the area, cars, 
trucks, aircraft, and ships, will be sub¬ 
ject to rigorous inspection for “stow¬ 
away” African bees. Local inhabitants 
will be offered bounties for reporting 
the location of African bee colonies, 
which will then be wiped out. 

Scientists differ in their opinions 
about the effectiveness of the plan. 
Some think it can be virtually 100 
percent effective in stopping the bees. 
Others say that at best the bee-free 
zone will merely slow the migration 
of the African bees and give us per¬ 
haps 10 more years before the bees 
reach the U.S. There are also those 
who say that the bees are virtually 
unstopable and that the bee-free zone 
will become nothing more than an ag¬ 
ricultural version of the Maginot Line. 

What if the African bees do make 
it to the U.S. in large numbers? 
Government officials are already mak¬ 
ing plans for just such an eventuality. 

A new study has been undertaken 
by the American Farm Bureau to look 
for new ways to fight the bees. That 
study will also attempt to identify 
other insects which might be able to 
act as substitute pollinaters in place 
of the honeybee. 

Attempts are being made to identify 
high risk areas in the U.S., that is, 
those areas which would provide ideal 
climates for the African bees. Initially 
it was thought that only those areas 
in which the mean winter tempera¬ 


tures were no less than 80 degrees 
would be the areas in which the bees 
would settle. This would include a 
large percentage of the so called sun¬ 
belt. During summer months these 
sunbelt African bees would, it was the¬ 
orized, make forays up north, but 
would eventually be driven back or 
killed by the onset of winter. That the¬ 
ory, however, has recently been brought 
into question by researchers who are 
studying the genetic characteristics of 
the African bee. These researchers sug¬ 
gest that because of the adaptability 
of these bees it is probable that they 
could indeed survive in the colder tem¬ 
peratures of the north. If so, the killer 
bee could become a problem throughout 
the entire U.S. 

In March of 1988, at the port of New 
Orleans, two swarms of killer bees 
were discovered on a shipment of 
honey coming from Central America. 
The swarms were destroyed and offi¬ 
cials believe none of the bees got away. 
Also in March, North Carolina officials 
announced a new plan in an effort to 
prevent interbreeding with Africanized 
bees which might be brought into the 
area aboard cargo ships. 

As far as the threat to people posed 
by the killer bees, government officials 
have few answers. Thomas Rinderer, 
the director of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Bee Breeding and Stock 
Center, has these words of advice for 
anyone who might come upon a swarm 
of killer bees: “Run. Get away as 
fast as you can. You can’t stand your 
ground with these bees. They’re not 
like other bees, from which we tell you 
to retreat gradually. Get away. Go 
inside, even if it’s inside a car. Get in 
and roll up the windows. They’ll im¬ 
mediately leave you and head for the 
light on the car windows.” 

A few years ago a company thought 
that it might capitalize on the killer 
bees. They began to market “Killer 
Bee Honey.” On the label were the 
words, “As you taste this honey, 
remember the lives it has cost. And 
then enjoy it. If you can” Many who 
purchased “Killer Bee Honey” no 
doubt smiled to themselves as they 
read the label. 

The company eventually went out of 
business. The killer bees, however, 
remain, and it is doubtful that in the 
next few years there will be many 
smiles at the mention of killer bees. •

ERETTA’S new 1200FP law en¬ 
forcement semiautomatic shot¬ 
gun with Space Age technopolymer 
stock, matte black finish, 20-inch bar¬ 
rel and 7-round capacity is made to 
meet ordnance specifications required 
for military firearms. 

The 1200FP is the police version of 
Beretta’s 1200F all-weather semiauto¬ 
matic 12 gauge shotgun for hunters 
with 28-inch barrel. Except for the 
shorter, hard-chromed bore barrel 


(without ventilated rib), which has rifle 
sights, and longer magazine tube, there 
is little difference between the two 
shotguns. Both are chambered for 
2%-inch 12 gauge shells. 

The 120QFP’s Space Age plastic 
technopolymer matte black stock and 
fore-end will stand up to any weather 
condition, according to Beretta, and is 
suited to any terrain, from desert heat 
to arctic cold. This material is said to 
be rugged and durable, abrasion resis¬ 


tant and unaffected by water, salt or 
other substances found in the field. 
With the lightweight stock and fore¬ 
end material, the weight of the entire 
shotgun empty is only 6 pounds and 
6 ounces. This adds to the kick of recoil 
but makes the 1200FP much easier to 
carry around. 

The 1200FP’s receiver and barrel are 
also matte black to reduce glare, resist 
corrosion and aid in heat dispersion. 
The bolt and trigger have a flat satin 
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finish. 

When fired, the kinetic energy of 
recoil advances the breech bolt assem¬ 
bly which compresses the spring 
between the breech bolt and bolt head. 
When the spring extends the bolt head 
is rotated by cam, clears the barrel and 
retracts, dragging, via the extractor, the 
empty shell casing which is ejected 
through the ejection port. The next 
round, freed from the magazine tube 
at the moment of firing, is now posi¬ 
tioned on the carrier and as the recoil 
spring pushes the breech bolt forward 
causing the carrier to lift the next 
round into the “feed position,” the bolt 
head then pushes the round into the 
barrel, rotates and locks and the 
weapon is again ready to fire. After 
the last round is fired the bolt auto¬ 
matically remains in the “open” 
position.

Hazardous Materials 

Be aware of the dangers and know how to protect yourself and others. . .

A FREIGHT TRAIN derails in your 
town releasing deadly chlorine 
gas. Would you know how to protect 
yourself and your family? 

All over America, people like your¬ 
self are becoming more concerned 
about hazardous materials near their 
homes. Trains derail. Trucks overturn. 
Pipelines rupture. Chemical and nu¬ 
clear power plants have accidental 
leaks and releases into the atmosphere. 

A striking example is the release of 
radiation at the Three Mile Island 
atomic power plant outside of Harris¬ 
burg, Pennsylvania, in 1979. It could 
be years before the full effects of Three 
Mile Island will be felt by local re¬ 
sidents. 

The methyl isocyanate leak from a 
Union Carbide insecticide plant in 
Bhopal, India, a major disaster in 
December 1984, killed more than 2,000 
people with many others seriously 
injured. Up to 30 percent of the city’s 
population, or 200,000 people were 
adversely affected. 

Reports of hazardous materials spills 
and releases are becoming increasingly 
commonplace in our society today. 

Hazardous materials refers to those 
substances which are harmful to 
human health and the environment. 
These substances are used in agricul¬ 
ture, consumer goods, industry, medi¬ 
cine and research. They present a 
threat when they are released into 
the environment. They include explo¬ 
sives, gases (poisonous, flammable and 
nonflammable), flammable liquids and 
solids, poisonous and infectious ma¬ 
terials, radioactive materials, toxic 
chemicals and many other substances 
which may be considered hazardous. 

How can you prepare yourself for a 
hazardous material emergency? The 
five steps you should be aware of are: 
signs and warnings; immediate dan¬ 


gers; long-term dangers; planning; 
and response. 

Let’s take a look at each step in 
more detail. 

Signs and warnings that you should 
look for. If you live within one mile 
of a manufacturing plant, fertilizer 
plant, warehouse, laboratory, shipyard 
or railyard, pipeline, or chemical dis¬ 
posal area, you should be alert to pos¬ 
sible accidents. Areas within one mile 
of major and secondary roadways, rail¬ 
road lines that carry freight and water¬ 
ways that carry barges, tankers or 
freight-carrying ships have the greatest 
potential of being affected by a trans¬ 
portation accident. Illegal dump sites 
can occur anywhere without warning. 


Also some hazardous chemicals and 
gases cannot be detected by human 
senses because they are colorless and 
odorless. Other chemicals discolor the 
ground or water and some produce a 
strong odor. Often animals or birds 
will die mysteriously or show signs 
of illness. 

Immediate dangers from hazardous 
materials are fires, explosions and con¬ 
tamination. The release of toxic gases 
may cause immediate death or dis¬ 
ablement if inhaled. Some chemicals 
can cause painful and damaging burns 
to the skin if you come in direct con¬ 
tact with them. Water resources, if con¬ 
taminated, would be unsafe and un 
usable. Contamination of air, ground

or water may cause loss of livestock 
or crops. 

Long-term dangers of the release of 
hazardous materials into the environ¬ 
ment may involve disease or birth 
defects. The loss of livestock and crops 
may lead to economic disaster within 
the community and food shortages to 
communities supplied by the affected 
area. As an example, in the Soviet 
Union in April 1986, the Chernobyl 
nuclear power plant exploded releas¬ 
ing deadly radiation. Scientists are 
still uncertain how many people will 
be affected by exposure to radiation 
from this, the worst accident in the 
hi story of a commercial nuclear power 
plant. 

Planning . Be aware of the presence 
of dangerous chemicals and substances 
in your community. Know what the 
chemicals are, know their hazardous 
properties and know their dangerous 
effects. Find out if antidotes are avail¬ 
able. Keep antidotes for any known 
hazardous substance on hand. These 
antidotes should be clearly labeled and 
family members should know when 
and how to use them. Also, know how 
to contact the nearest poison control 
center. You should post their phone 
number by your telephone. 

Check into public education pro¬ 
grams that teach community members 
about the dangers of hazardous ma¬ 
terials which are regularly present 
in one’s community. If possible, learn 
to recognize dangerous materials on 
sight. 



Sometimes, it’s possible to identify 
a dangerous substance by its odor in 
the air, but you should never directly 
sniff a strange substance. 

Stop by your local civil defense office 
and ask what protection measures are 
being followed in your community. 

Avoid building or buying a house 
near potentially dangerous chemical 
sites, nuclear power plants and radi¬ 
oactive waste dumps. 

Know the major transportation routes 
that run through or around your com¬ 
munity. Have several evacuation routes 
planned and keep foam-type fire extin¬ 
guishers in your home and auto, along 
with other emergency supplies. 

Learn to recognize symbols and iden¬ 
tifiers on the placards that mark car¬ 
riers, such as trucks and railroad cars, 
containing hazardous materials. 

Response. If you are at the scene of 
a chemical or radioactive waste acci¬ 
dent, immediately contact the police, 
fire department or emergency medical 
services. If you cannot identify the 
hazardous material involved, do not go 
near any victims of the accident. Move 
away from the accident scene and help 
keep spectators away. Do not walk into 


or touch any spilled material. Avoid 
breathing in any gases, fumes and 
smoke. Do not assume that gases and 
vapors are harmless because there is 
no odor. If you can positively identify 
the substance and know it is safe to 
go near, carefully move accident vic¬ 
tims to fresh air. Remove and isolate 
contaminated clothing and if you or 
the victim has come in contact with 
hazardous materials, immediately 
flush skin or eyes with running water 
for at least 15 minutes. 

In conclusion, total protection from 
hazardous material disasters cannot be 
provided by any government. There are 
choices we can make in how we live 
with those dangers. One choice is to 
ignore these dangers and take chances 
by leaving our safety completely in the 
hands of others. The other choice is 
to become informed and take the neces¬ 
sary steps to protect ourselves. 

Hopefully, this article has made you 
become more aware of the possibilities 
of hazardous material disasters. When 
you have become aware of the dangers 
and know that you can protect your¬ 
self and family, you have already be¬ 
gun to be prepared. •

Your Economic Future 

Start planning now so you won’t have to be a slave 
of the system, or worse yet, be made a victim of it. . .

O CTOBER 19, 1987 was a strange 
and horrifying day to many an 
investor on Wall Street as the day’s 
end of trading brought a 508+ point 
loss. 

Seemingly out of nowhere and with¬ 
out any apparent warning the bottom 
seemed to drop out of the stock mar¬ 
ket. The day closed with a 22.6 percent 
loss. The loss in the great crash of 
1929 was 13 percent. Unlike 1929, 
there were no great number of sui¬ 
cides by losers jumping out of upper 
story windows or off high bridges. There 
was a report of one murder directly 
related to the crash of the market 
however. 

According to Forbes , the top five 
billionaires listed in the October issue 
have slipped in their standings. Obvi¬ 
ously there were vast sums of money 
lost by many investors. On the other 
hand there were people who made a 
lot of money who were able to discern 
the subtle warning signs which did 
exist. These folks may be known as 
the financial survivalists of 1987. The 
winners in this otherwise traumatic 
day were investors who didn’t go with 
the flow. They were prepared to think 
and act independently of the crowd. 

Tb the survivalist the aforementioned 
should demonstrate the susceptibility 
and fragility of the economic system. 
One of the most interesting facts sur¬ 
rounding the day’s events is the fact 
that the major markets around the 
world suffered staggering losses as poli¬ 
ticians were and still are preaching a 
sermon of economic soundness and sta¬ 
bility and aii is weliism. It is too early 
at this writing to assess the full extent 
of financial damage and what it means 
or will mean to the average consumer, 
but you can bet that it won’t be a 
favorable effect. Two weeks after the 
crash gold and silver prices dropped. 
For the buyers of precious metals, this 
is favorable. 

The financial analysts are telling the 
U.S. government that the market will 


not start to make an earnest recovery 
until there is some meaningful effort 
on the government’s part to reduce the 
national deficit. 

A short time before “Black Monday,” 
I read an article in the Sunday paper 
written by David Satterfield, of Knight 
Ridder News Service, entitled “More 
Americans are mortgaging their fu¬ 
tures.” It tells, among other things, of 
Americans borrowing to the hilt. Accord¬ 
ing to the article: “The borrowing 
binge reached its zenith last year, when 
the total U.S. debt — including the fed¬ 
eral government’s topped $7 trillion at 
the end of 1986.” He goes on to state 
that this spending of what we didn’t 
have is 1.7 times the gross national 
product. (GNP). The GNP is all the 
goods and services produced by the 
nation. It will take more than eloquent 
speeches and wishful thinking by both 
the government and the consuming pub¬ 
lic to make this debt go away! 

Most economists, especially those 
interested in survivalism, will advise 
you to extricate yourself from the grip 
of debt. This includes the paying off 
of your home mortgage. Suprisingly 
enough, many otherwise intelligent 
people, do not consider the amount 
still owed on their house, a debt. Debt, 
of course, is any amount of money 
owed to anyone, private, corporate, or 
anything in between, for any goods or 
services for which have not been paid 
for in full. Your monthly utilities are 
debt as well, being that gas and elec¬ 
tricity for instance are consumed before 
payment is rendered, but we will not 
consider such debt in our discussion 
here, as it does not fit the scenario. 

There are many reasons for being 
financially solvent. If the economy 
were to really sour, i.e., double digit 
inflation, petrol product shortages, high 
interest rates and the like, an indivi¬ 
dual will have his hands full just in 
trying to put bread on the table and 
gasoline in the family chariot to get 
to work, if you still have a job. The 


pressures of having to come up with 
the house payment, auto payment and 
the various charge card payments won’t 
be there to make your life miserable 
if your bills are paid. 

Your financial resources can now be 
used for the purchase of tools and other 
articles to make you more self reliant, 
and for the procurement of precious 
metals to be used as a hedge against 
inflation or for use in an economy 
where paper money is but an unkept 
promise. 

Earlier this year there was an ex¬ 
tremely brief news story carried by one 
of the major networks about a new paper 
currency the U.S. government has 
printed up. Supposedly the reasons for 
the unfamiliar bills are to circumvent 
the copying of bills on the new hi-tech 
copiers. There was no mention made 
as to when the new currency was going 
to be circulated, or if the exchange 
was going to be a one to one ratio. 
One has only to think back to the $7 
trillion debt of our nation to cause the 
imagination to go wild in predicting 
what the exchange rate could be. 

Interest — Perhaps the best argument 
for solvency is the interest factor. Tb 
get depressed, all one has to do is exa 
mine the payment book for your home 
mortgage and scrutinize the interest 
column. The interest you paid or will 
pay on a 30-year mortgage would have 
bought you two or three houses. Next 
take a look at last January’s charge 
card statements and add up the year’s 
interest from all the accounts. I really 
hate to admit this but I could have 
bought an HK assault rifle or an MIA 
and some ammunition for what I paid 
out in interest. Paying interest is pay¬ 
ing out money for the luxury of having 
today what should have been postponed 
until tomorrow or the next day, so to 
speak. 

In all fairness, perhaps I should dis¬ 
cuss friendly debt. Friendly debt, in 
my opinion, is debt with which money

can be made or saved. If you can pur¬ 
chase a firearm for $250 and can sell 
it for $325 and the interest rate on 
the loan is 12 percent annually, and 
you sell the gun after having had the 
loan out for three months, you would 
make $67.50 after interest. Borrowing 
on speculation is not without its risks. 
Many investors on Wall Street were 
investing borrowed money and came 
up short. Another form of friendly debt 
is realized when one can get a govern¬ 
ment backed loan for any number of 
percentage points under the rate of 
inflation. Granted. . . they are hard to 
come by but they can be obtained for 
some things. If the effective inflation 
rate is 13 percent and you can get 
a loan at 7 percent you are ahead of 
the game because you are paying the 
loan back with money that is worth 
less. All this assumes the purpose of 
the loan is to inevitably make more 
money. Caution and good sense are the 
parameters used for incurring debt of 
the friendly variety. 

Most people can not realistically 
retire their debt burden overnight or

even in the near future but there are 
courses of action which can be taken 
to better insure your economic well 
being in times of recession, depression 
or outright collapse of the economic 
system as we now know it. 

There are two schools of thought 
concerning debt. On one hand there 
are those who prefer to have all debt 
retired, a stash of precious metals in 
their possession and a healthy income, 
part of which is put into savings of 
one form or another. 

The belief is that if the economy 
sours, you can still sleep well at night 
without fear of the repossessor banging 
down the door and the bank foreclos¬ 
ing on the mortgage. On the other 
hand there are those who continue to 
spend out of control. They want to live 
a comfortable life now, and say whatever 
wall be will be. They figure if things 
get tight they won’t have anything to 
lose because everybody else is in debt 
too. After all they (the banks, the 
government, etc) can’t take everything 
away from everybody! Maybe not but 
don’t bet on it! Your repossessed auto 
or your foreclosed mortgage probably 
won’t make the news, nor will every¬ 
one, all of a sudden, be in financial 
quicksand and going down at once. 

Precious Metals — Many financial 
consultants are preaching the virtues 
of collecting gold and silver. It is with 
some 5,000 years of history upon which 
they build this strategy. Archaeologi¬ 
cal discoveries of ancient Egyptian Bas- 
reliefs dating back to about 2,900 years 
B.C. illustrate the panning of gold in 
streams. Silver has a history almost 
as long as gold but wasn’t used quite 
as extensively as gold. Gold and silver 
have traditionally been used as a 
medium of exchange for goods and ser 
vices throughout the world, and espe¬ 
cially in times of war and other polit¬ 
ical jeopardy. 

In his book, How Tb Prosper During 
The Coming Bad Times , Howard Ruff 
is fond of telling us to make our lives 
panic proof. I seriously doubt whether 
any of us can make our lives totally 
panic proof, but we can go a long way 
toward that goal by starting to acquire

NDER any circumstances, your 
body is the most important sys¬ 
tem. Tb maintain this incredibly 
intricate and powerful system under 
physical and mental stress, you’ll need 
to eat regular helpings of the most 
unadulterated fuel you can supply 
yourself. Unless you have the means 
to be towing a refrigerated, armor- 
plated semi-trailer, you’ll have served 
yourself well by packing dehydrated 
fruits and vegetables that you’ve pre¬ 
pared, blended and stowed personally. 

Greater nutrient density by weight 
is one dehydration food fact challeng¬ 
ing canned, frozen and raw foods. 
Prolonged endurance requires suffi¬ 
cient stores of energy. And, that doesn’t 
mean loading up with protein! Mus¬ 
cles are composed of protein, but scien¬ 
tific studies clearly show that protein 
requirements do not rise significantly 
with exercise. Hard exercise depletes 
muscles of muscle sugar (glycogen), not 
protein. Carbohydrates are the primary 
fuel for exercise. Your body stores car¬ 
bohydrates in the muscles and liver in 
the form of glycogen. 

One could easily pack and carry 
enough dried vegetables, legumes, 
meats and fruits to supply several per¬ 
sons with vital, natural carbohydrates 
and sugars for weeks, even months, in 
a single, well-planned food pack. No 
worries about your stores spoiling. The 
only other necessary culinary ingre¬ 
dient is water to rehydrate your vegeta¬ 
ble stews, soups and tasty casseroles. 

Professional, amateur and most 
likely, even a few armchair athletes 
are the most recent converts to this 


oldest form of food preservation. Dr. 
Robert Haas, in his recent best-seller, 
Eat Tb Win , advises active persons to 
add 1 to 2 ounces of dried fruit to 
their diet daily. Dr. Haas, sports nutri¬ 
tionist to a field of winners in swim¬ 
ming, tennis and running, is one of 
many sports doctors favoring the inclu¬ 
sion of dried fruits and vegetables in 
diets. 

Ambitious survivalists can move 
their usual one step ahead of the pack 
by investigating home dehydrating. A 


dehydrator is one support system that 
won’t cost you a month’s salary. High 
quality electric units are available 
through catalogues and small appli¬ 
ance retailers from $39 and up. Models 
which are heavy duty as well as 
expandable can be purchased for $60 
to $150. 

Another authority, Dr. Liz Applegate, 
believes most healthy individuals can 
benefit from a daily diet offering 70 
percent of its calories in a combination 
of carbohydrates. One of her sample

Dried fruits are an excellent source of carbohydrates, vitamins and minerals. 
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menus includes 3V2 ounces of dried 
fruit, an excellent carbohydrate source. 
“I suggest 3V2 ounces of dried fruit in 
my menu (published in Tri-Athlete 
magazine, September, 1984) because it 
offers a lot of density per unit of 
weight,” Dr. Applegate said. “Being 
personally involved in training, I was 
looking for some foods I could take 
along easily” 

Dried fruits are also an excellent 
source of the minerals often lost 
through sweating: iron, potassium and 
magnesium. Anyone involved in an 
endurance activity must pay special 
attention to replenishing of these 
minerals in order to keep their mus¬ 
cles working effeciently. 

Dr. Craig Hoyt asserts that iron from 
dried fruit sources is efficiently 
absorbed by the body because of the 
relatively high vitamin C content also 
inherent in this food source. “In recent 
surveys, 10 to 12 percent of America’s 
male population and more than 20 per¬ 
cent of all U.S. females were found to 
have iron deficiencies.” The doctor 
stressed the importance of the level of 


iron in the blood, because of its rela¬ 
tionship to oxygen utilization. If a body 
is low in iron, oxygen won’t get to the 
muscles efficiently, thus slowing down 
fuel burning in muscle tissue. The 
result is a general lack of energy and 
easy exhaustion. 

Even endorsement-conservative 
agencies such as the National Cancer 
Institute and the American Cancer 
Society, now advocate dietary intakes 
higher in a mixture of carbohydrates 
and fiber for almost everyone. Meas¬ 
ured by weight, dried fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles which haven’t been peeled, rank 
high in the five fiber types: cellulose, 
pectin, hemicellulose, gums/mucilages 
and lignin. 

Other Pluses — Home drying is a plus 
for a variety of reasons. Lower overall 
cost and a wider range of choices are 
often noted by home-drying buffs. 
There are other preparation adjust¬ 
ments that can give your food pack the 
nutritional advantage. One such exam¬ 
ple is controlling the drying temper¬ 
ature to insure partial enzyme reten¬ 


tion in your food. If you want to cache 
or keep your dried foods shelved for 
months, maybe years, you’ll want to 
use a natural preservative-like pow¬ 
dered Vitamin C (ascorbic acid) in 
addition to higher (above 120 degrees 
F.) temperatures. However, if you’re 
planning to use the dried foods in a 
matter of weeks, you can utilize tem¬ 
peratures below 120 degrees F. Personal 
touches like this only enhance the 
nutritional quality of an already nu¬ 
trient rich food source, adding appeal 
limited only by time and imagination. 

For the sake of comparison, a 1,000- 
gram mixture of 200-gram portions of 
peas, onions, potatoes, pears and apples 
were combined. Tb illustrate the nutri¬ 
ent differences between dried and raw 
foods, a group of each was tested. Each 
group was measured for its content of 
protein, fiber, fat, carbohydrates, iron, 
potassium, phosphorus, magnesium 
and Vitamins C and A. 

The raw food group contained 20.63 
grams of protein, 5.8 grams of fiber 
3.34 grams of fat, 135 grams of car¬ 
bohydrate, 7.2 mg iron, 2,154 mg 
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potassium, 432 mg phosphorus, 119 mg 
magnesium, 87 mg Vitamin C and 
1,471 I.U.s Vitamin A. 

The 1,000-gram sample of dehydrated 
fruits and vegetables contained 78 
grams of protien, 34 grams of fiber, 43 
grams of fat, 734 grams of carbohy¬ 
drate, 25 mg iron, 9,732 mg potassium, 
1,902 mg phosphorus, 393 mg mag¬ 
nesium, 158 mg Vitamin C and 2,013 
I.U.s Vitamin A. 

Leftovers from favorite meals can be 
dehydrated for low-cost convenience 
meals. Fruit roll-ups, granola bars and 
beef jerky can be prepared in an elec¬ 
tric dehydrator, saving the consumer 
about $1.30 per box on the roll-ups and 
granola, while the savings in home¬ 
drying jerky will be about $10 per 
pound. Purchasing and dehydrating 
larger quantities of food is recom¬ 
mended for added savings in bulk 
discounts. 

Each of the experts queried stressed 
that the human body needs the differ¬ 
ent food types in proper combinations 
and sequence if optimum performance 
is to be achieved. If you rely on dried 
foods to power you through an endur¬ 
ance test or through a normal work 
day, they will do so admirably. 

Dried fruits, fish and meats need 
only saliva and normal hydration for 
immediate use. Vegetable mixtures will 
have to be rehydrated through soak¬ 
ing or through soaking and cooking 
to enable the body to digest them 
properly. 

One precautionary note may be in 
order concerning the overconsumption 
of dehydrated fruits. Munching enthu¬ 
siasts have been known to get carried 
away consuming these incredibly port¬ 
able sweet treats. Tbo much sugar of 
any kind in the gut at one time usu¬ 
ally results in a water-bloated intes¬ 
tinal tract a little later. This condi¬ 
tion usually leads to diarrhea, under¬ 
scoring the importance of proper food 
combining. 

The unique flavors of foods are often 
intensified through dehydration, creat¬ 
ing a store of foods worth emphasizing 
for taste alone. A dried apple can call 
to mind the briskness of the fall har¬ 
vest, sweet pears makes tasty morsels 
worth singing about and dehydrated 
pineapple offered to a friend is the 
surest way to encourage a delighted 
smile. Mixed herbs make instant, tasty, 
aromatic flavorings as well as sachets 

and potpourries reminiscent of grand- 

mother’s scented closets. Savory dried 
fish or jerky prepared from poultry or 
lean beef can bring the feeling of a 
well-stocked pantry to any campsite. •

Surplus Ammo 

Surplus ammo is usually a bargain — high value with low price. .. 


By Jim Thompson 


HOOTING can be a frightfully 
expensive endeavor. Even a reloader 
must sooner or later replenish his brass 
supply, and in some sizes, notably .45 
ACP and .30-06, supplies of military 
“once-fired” hulls are virtually gone. 

It’s practice shooting that runs up 
the cost. . . and while even a hunter 
who goes after game every day may 
spend as little as a thousand rounds 
per year providing meals for himself, 
it’s wise to expend many times that 
honing one’s skills on paper or sil¬ 
houettes. Buying virgin commercial 
ammo for every outing, or even procur¬ 
ing quality reloads, can take a lot of 
the fun out of excursions to the range. 
And shooting has to be enjoyable to 
get the maximum effect from practice. 

Surplus ammo has been around vir¬ 
tually from the beginning of metallic 
cartridges. Military overruns, changes 
in load specifications, disposal of older 
stocks of a given load, changes in cal¬ 
iber, even the dissolution of govern¬ 
ments can put huge quantities of usa¬ 
ble ammo on the market. And gener¬ 
ally, quality runs from fair to superb. 
Meaning, to you, economical practice 
is sensible again. 

The changes in the Gun Control Act 
of 1968 which took effect in 1985 put 
a lot of the weapons scroungers back 
to work, and in the process, a lot of 
ammunition and parts which might 
have been destroyed or sold elsewhere 
got purchased and imported here. With 
the assistance of Thmmy Kahler, bus¬ 
iness manager of Paragon Sales and 
Service, PO Box 2022, Joliet, Illinois 
60434 (phone: 815-725-9212), plus some 
digging around at gun shows here 


in Arizona, I got together a good sam¬ 
pling of surplus ammo and some new 
products for some serious testing. 

The surplus ammo market is vola¬ 
tile, so don’t presume that everything 
I shot is still available as you read this. 
Paragon sends out flyers and adver¬ 
tises heavily in the firearms media, as 
do others, and these updates are neces¬ 
sary to keep track of what’s around. 

Now, if your state doesn’t forbid it 
and if you can provide photo-copied 
identification and sign the statement 
provided on the order form, ammo can 
be shipped direct to you via UPS. 
Sometimes, because of the shipping 
costs, it may be more economical to 
order through a dealer who does bus¬ 
iness with Paragon or your wholesaler 
of choice; or you may want to pool 
resources with some friends to make 
your order large enough to justify ship¬ 
ping expenses and get the lowest price. 

Be sure to price shop ammo. Some¬ 
times one can acquire new loads for 
a penny or two more per round than 
high quality surplus. Federal’s “Eagle” 
and Winchester’s “U.S.A.” ammo are 
military specification loads sold at 
about reload prices, they’re Boxer 
primed and noncorrosive, and if you 
buy at the right place, they’re a superb 
value. Bullet choice is about zero, which 
is what you get with surplus stuff any¬ 
way, but the packaging is good and you 
know what you’re using. I shot Win¬ 
chester’s 147-grain “hardball” in .308 
from my match FAL and put a lot of 
their 115-grain 9mm through the Ber- 
nardelli PO.18, and found both rounds 
clean, accurate, and reliable. The .308, 
in fact, shot more accurately than most 


of the commercial 150-grain softpoints 
I shoot. 

It’s wise with surplus ammo to use 
a solvent for cleaning suitable for use 
with corrosive-primed ammo. A slurry 
of baking soda and detergent is mess¬ 
ier but smells much better and works 
about as well. I use G.I. bore cleaner 
to Specification R1XS-205 (rev) reli¬ 
giously anyway. It’s cheap on the sur¬ 
plus market, and it smells like a cross 
between jet fuel and rotten bananas, 
but it works. I also make a point of 
cleaning my bolt face and firing pin 
with this stuff, and I use it even with 
commercial, non-corosive ammo. I may 
follow with late issue G.I. bore cleaner, 
or Hoppe’s or Outers, but this ancient, 
smelly glop adheres to metal and pro¬ 
tects me and my weapons against the 
invisible corrosion bat. As the super¬ 
stitious among you may know, the 
invisible corrosion bat is a conglomer¬ 
ate of salts and filth which flies into 
your weapon at night and eats it, 
slowly. Whether you are a believer or 
not, avoiding this gremlin isn’t that 
expensive or time-consuming. 

Loads — I fired some European mar¬ 
ket Lapua with Berdan Primers, some 
1953 Czech with copper jacketed bul¬ 
lets (avoid the steel jacketed stuff; it’ll 
eat your bore), some Spanish 1951-head- 
stamped 124-grain hardball, and some 
Italian surplus hardball, apparently 
from Fiocchi. All shot with superb 
accuracy, especially the Spanish and 
the Finnish Lapua. All were rather 
stiff loads, particularly the Czech, and 
all the bullets were 121-125 grains. 
The Lapua had much harder primers 
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than their U.S.-marketed commercial 
stuff, and often required several primer 
hits to function in the PO.18. My 
Beretta 92F, however, digested the stuff 
with alacrity. Of 200 rounds of the 
Spanish load, I had only one malfunc¬ 
tion, in which only the primer ignited, 
leaving the bullet about halfway out 
of the case and thus requiring tear- 
down of the Bernardelli to effect its 
removal. The Spanish and Czech ammo 
was corrosive; the Lapua and Fiocchi 
stuff was not. All rounds shot very 
cleanly in terms of fouling and powder 
residues. 

7mm. I shot two loads, a new Yugos¬ 
lavian 140-grain soft point and some 
FN (Belgium) 1951 stuff. These were 
shot from an Ml908 Brazilian-DWM 
Mauser with 29-inch barrel. The Yugos¬ 
lav stuff shot accurately (1-inch at 100 
yards). This particular batch of FN, 
which I picked up at a gun show, was 

horrible. There were brief hangfires 

almost every shot, one round would feel 
like a .300 Magnum on my shoulder, 


the next like a .22, and the 175-grain 
bullets seldom even impacted the 14- 
inch square target at 100 yards. I have 
fired this same headstamp before with 
excellent results. I can only conclude 
that this portion of the lot must have 
suffered from terrible storage condi¬ 
tions. The Yugoslav 7mm. proved to 
have Boxer primers, and therefore can 
be reloaded with U.S. equipment. .308/ 
7.62x51mm. NATO — I procured lots 
of ammo in this loading, and put it 
through my match Armscorp FAL and 
a beautifully accurate Israeli M.98 
Mauser, also from Armscorp. The ugli¬ 
est and cheapest ammo I tried shot 
best. The Indian load isn’t well pol¬ 
ished, comes in a paper wrap tied with 
string, and generally leaves a luke¬ 
warm impression, but it shot margi¬ 
nally tighter groups than my G.I. 
match ammo and precision handloads. 
It was not as clean as the Austrian 

and German loads in terms of powder 

residue, but shot far better from both 
rifles. The Yugoslavian .308 was a 


180-grain roundnose softpoint, Berdan 
primed, and shot as well as any of the 
American loads used for comparison. 
The Hirtenberger/Musgrave commer¬ 
cial load was very clean, also a 180- 
grain softpoint of nearly identical con¬ 
figuration, but was not quite as accur¬ 
ate as the Yugoslavian. These last two 
are, in fact, new commercial loadings, 
and are so imported. 

.30-06. Unfortunately, all those loads 
are gone from most inventories even 
as I write this, so I’ll just give you a 
quick note or two in case new supplies 
appear. The FN 1979 headstamped 
.30-06 was acquired in Garand clips 
and belts, and shot to near match 
accuracy, quite close to my favorite 
load, Federal’s 165-grain Sierra-bulleted 
“Premium.” The British Kynoch, head- 
stamped 1969 and also in belts, was 
not as accurate, but was reliable, clean, 
and shot well enough to outperform 

a lot of commercial stuff. Both loads 

are Berdan primed. There is some 
Boxer-primed 1940s dated, corrosive

Inc. in Mint Hill, North Caro¬ 
lina, the new semiautomatic AP9 
Assault Pistol features all steel and 
high impact plastic construction, sim¬ 
ple operation and 20- and 40-round 
magazines. 

Except for the pistol grip and lower 
receiver frame, the AP9 is all steel. 
The super strong stock material will 
withstand over 30,000 pounds of pres¬ 
sure. The barrel is permanently attached 
to the barrel shroud, which is part of 
the upper receiver. 

The rear sight is a fixed square notch 


with protective wings. Front sight is 
a ringed post adjustable for windage 
and elevation. 

Besides the manual safety lever on 
the left side of the weapon above and 
to the rear of the trigger, it takes a 
fair amount of force to pull the bolt 
assembly rearward by the cocking han¬ 
dle to cock the weapon This added 
safety feature makes it difficult if 
not impossible for a child to cock the 
weapon. 

The AP9 is made to fire round nosed 
lead or full metal jacketed bullets only. 
The owner’s guide provided with the 


pistol states that only good quality 
factory loaded 9mm Luger (NATO) 
ammunition “with round nosed bullets” 
should be fired in the AP9. “Do not 
use the new aluminum cased cartridges, 
or the new high powered 9mm cartridges 
that exceed 1,200 feet per second.” 

In test firing the AP9 we tried Win¬ 
chester 115-grain 9mm ball ammuni¬ 
tion. The AP9 ate a box of this stuff 
without any problem. 

We were originally unsure if the AP9 
would fire hollow points and decided 
to try a few Winchester Silvertips and 
Remington jacketed hollow points, both

with 115-grain bullets. The first round 
always chambered and fired but each 
round thereafter jammed in the gun 
and the bullets were deformed by the 
action of the heavy bolt assembly 
slamming them into the ramp area of 
the breech. The Silvertip bullets were 
pushed down into their cases about l A 
inch. 

We asked the people at Kimel Indus¬ 
tries, Inc., in Matthews, North Caro¬ 
lina, which distributes the AP9 (Kimel 
owns the tooling for the AP9 which 
is manufactured by AAARMS Inc.), 
about the possibility of having guns- 
mithing work done on the AP9 which 
would permit the firing of hollow point 
ammunition and they informed us that 
this would be difficult, as the barrel 
is fitted permanently to the upper 
receiver.

nition we used firing at a target about 
15 yards away. 

Field stripping for care and cleaning 
is relatively easy, requiring use of a 
few simple tools. The weapon can be 
stripped and reassembled in a few 
minutes. 

The AP9 comes with one 20-round 
magazine, an instruction manual and 
Allen wrenches for adjusting the front 
sight. 

Accessories available directly from 
AAARMS include a carrying case with 
pouches for extra magazines, 20- and 
40-round magazines and a ribbed and 
ventilated flash suppressor and recoil 
compensator with wrench for attaching. 

We consider the AP9 to be a well 
made, reliable, effective weapon, and 
reasonably priced. Standard 9mm NATO 
military ammunition is readily avail¬ 
able for this gun, and with the large 
capacity magazines you have a lot of 
firepower at your disposal. «

Test Firing — One of ASG’s staff mem- 
hers recently purchased the 1200FP 
and we took it out to one of the public 
shooting areas here in southern 
California to put it through its paces. 

For this shoot we bought a variety 
of Federal Cartridge Company 12 
gauge 2%-inch ammunition, including 
Hi-Shock hollow point slugs, 00 buck¬ 
shot, No. 2 and No. 4 shot magnums 


and some l¥z shot target loads. 

In all we ran about 60 shells through 
the 1200FP during our test firing ses¬ 
sion at the shooting range. Results were 
excellent. We fired the shotgun aimed 
from the shoulder and from the hip 
in slow and rapid fire. There was only 
one minor malfunction, a stovepipe jam 
while the 1200FP was being fired from 
the hip. We attributed this to failure 



Shooters found the 1200FP difficult to control during rapid fire but it had no problems cycling 
different types of ammunition.

undergrowth will be at a minimum. 

Avoid valley and creek bottoms. 
They’re often bushy nightmares, white 
higher ridges may be relatively easy 
going. 

If stuck at the bottom of a valley, 
try going right up (or down) the stream 
bed. Smaller creek beds may provide 
a clear tunnel through brush. 

Use game trails. Animals aren’t as 
smart, but they know the territory. 

Try to keep an even pace. 

When travelling uphill on snow, kick 
steps for the best footing. 

In general, traveling on snow is eas¬ 
ier than over rock or bushy terrain. 
Proper waterproof boots are required, 
of course, and these should preferably 
have a Vibram sole or similar traction. 
Snow conditions can vary considera¬ 
bly, and a half-hour hike on hard snow 
might be five hours or more in thigh 
deep slush. If the going is very bad, 
look around and seek anything with 
a different appearance: the snow may 
be more solid. On sunny days, late 


afternoons may turn hard crusts to 
mush. Try shaded areas where the 
crust still may be firm. 

Steep Ground — A lot of people climb 
for sport so there’s got to be something 
enjoyable about it. On the other hand, 
it seems that most people are scared 
to death of heights, and steep ground 
can literally paralyze some of those not 
used to the exposure. 

If you’re overweight or out of shape, 
you shouldn’t be in the mountains in 
the first place — especially on steep 
ground. But any physically fit person 
can learn to handle him/herself on 
steep ground — even to the point of 
enjoying the experience. Here are a few 
tips: 

Climb with the eyes — look at the 
area you’ll be ascending and check it 
for lines of weakness (ridges, ledge sys¬ 
tems, cracks). Try to pick a route be¬ 
fore you begin the ascent, then refresh 
the route in your mind as you go. As 
you move up, keep looking ahead at 


the next 20, 50, or 100 feet to make 
sure it will “go.” Never let yourself get 
into a dead-end. 

Stand erect and think “balance.” 
Standing upright can improve your feet 
friction, giving you better footing. 

Use your legs, they’re much stronger 
than your arms. For novices, arms 
should be mainly used for balance. 

Control your motion, climb econom¬ 
ically to avoid undue fatigue. 

On very steep ground, check the hold 
with your hand before using it. Move 
or shake the hold so you can be sure 
the rock is solid. 

When downclimbing, try to face out. 
Face in only as a last resort, and then 
watch your feet for each step. 

Ropework and rappelling are beyond 
the scope of this article, but the seri¬ 
ous mountain traveler should consider 
getting some basic lessons in using a 
rope. 

Snowcaves — If you have a shovel, 
you can build a snow cave. There is 
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an art to making a good snow cave. 
For protection against the elements, 
they can't be beat. Keep in mind, 
however, that caves are colder than 
tents, but in severe winter storms a 
snowcave can be, quite literally, a real 
lifesaver. 

The key to a good snowcave is select¬ 
ing the best site. Look for large snow¬ 
drifts and, if possible, nearly vertical 
walls. In a high mountain environ¬ 
ment, the start of a slope (where wind 
packs the snow) is often a good choice. 
But keep in mind that, on any slope 
steeper than 30 degrees, a heavy snow¬ 
fall can mean avalanche danger. 

Begin a cave by digging in and then 
up. If the extrance is sloped upward, 
the colder air will flow out. Also, be 
sure not to dig too close to the surface: 
high winds can turn into unwanted air 
conditioning during the night. 

Once you’ve dug a room large enough 
for sleeping, use your shovel to smooth 
the ceiling so that meltwater will flow 
down the sides of the interior. 

Avalanche — Being buried alive is 
one of the most repugnant deaths any¬ 
one could want to think of. And yet 
it happens each year to dozens of peo¬ 
ple. 

There are several factors that make 
one slope safe and the other a death 
trap. First of all, keep in mind that 
roughly 80 percent of all avalanches 
occur after storms that leave heavy 
snowfall. Probably the worst situation 
is heavy snowfall followed by a warm¬ 
ing trend. 

Most avalanches take place on slopes 
that are between 30 degrees and 45 
degrees. Generally, anything steeper 
than 45 degrees enables the snow to 
slough off and avoid dangerous accumu¬ 
lation. During a storm, these steep 
faces have small avalanches every few 
minutes. 

When on a questionable slope, stay 
in the trees if possible. Though ava¬ 
lanches hardly ever start in dense 
forest, it’s not unusual to find them 
hurling their death blows upon them 
down in the valleys. When on slopes, 
look around for rough terrain or rock 
outcroppings that can give a secure 
base to the snowpack. If, however, 
there are no irregularities, you can 
assume that the snow is very deep and 
could easily be very dangerous. And 
deep snow on wide open slopes of 
around 40 degrees is probably the 


most dangerous. 

So what if the worst does happen 
and you find yourself flying down the 
hill into white oblivion? A “swim¬ 
ming” motion can be helpful. It can 
keep you more to the upper levels of 
the avalanche debris. If you find your¬ 
self being buried, get your hands over 
your face and keep your lungs expan¬ 
ded. When you do stop and find your¬ 
self buried alive, your hands can help 
form an air pocket around your face. 
Under the right conditions, this can 
give you as much as an hour of breath¬ 
ing the available oxygen left in the 
settled snow. 

If this terrifying event does occur, 
your life is, quite literally, in your 
companion’s hands. There is probably 
little you can do: most avalanche de¬ 
bris sets like concrete once it stops, 
^bur companion’s job is to probe — 
with whatever is available — ski poles, 
ice axes, etc., — at regularly spaced 
intervals in the hope of finding you 
before you suffocate. 

Weather — Most avalanches are 
caused by the weather and the weather 
bears watching for a number of rea¬ 
sons. 

An older friend of mine, who has 
been climbing for nearly 50 years, is 
almost obsessed by weather before and 
during a mountain trip. His concern 
is understandable: there is little point 


in voluntarily hiking into mountain 
storms. 

If you’re already out in the wilder¬ 
ness there are ways of forecasting 
weather, sometimes as much as 24 
hours in advance. One of the most re¬ 
liable ways of foretelling bad weather 
are clouds and cloud patterns. 

In the mountains, growing and de¬ 
scending clouds are almost always a 
harbinger of poor weather. Saucer¬ 
shaped lenticular clouds are often a 
sign of impending storms. Watch cloud 
development and motion over a period 
of time to make rough forecasts. In the 
northern hemisphere, certain general 
patterns can apply: 

Layered clouds that lower over time 
indicate poor weather ahead. 

Broken clouds from the north often 
foretell dry, fair weather. 

Building cumulus (puffy, billowy 
clouds) often mean afternoon thun¬ 
derstorms. 

The alpine environment can be as 
deadly as a well-armed enemy army. 
But it can be dealt with and even 
enjoyed. 

There are those who argue that 
mountains are the most beautiful 
sights on earth. And even though that 
beauty can be dangerous, a little 
“mountain sense” can go a long way. 
What may have been a disaster might 
just turn out to be a great adven¬ 
ture. •

Prussian Blue 

In the Oct. 19, 1987 issue of NEWS¬ 
WEEK there was an article about 
Brazil's first radiation disaster. In this 
article an iron compound known as 
Prussian blue was mentioned. It was 
stated that this compound helped neu¬ 
tralize absorbed radiation. This is the 
first I have heard of this material. Do 
you have any information about it and 
where it is available?

One of our contributors, Duncan 
Long who frequently writes about 
nuclear matters, informs us that Prus¬ 
sian blue was discovered in Prussia in 
1704. It is one of a group of cyanogen 
compounds of iron and was originally 
used as a textile dye. It also has med¬ 
ical uses as a chelating compound. 
Chelating agents combine with dan¬ 
gerous metals or radioactive substances 
into a chemical compound which is 
normally eliminated by the body from 
the bloodstream or other tissues. Prus¬ 
sian blue was the chemical of choice 
for the radioactive material involved 
in the Brazilian disaster. It should be 
noted that chelating compounds can 
be dangerous and should be used only 
by skilled medical personnel. 

Scout Rifle 

Regarding your article, “Scout Rifle” 
(April 1988 issue), should owners of 
the T-26 Tanker Garand happen to 
travel or hunt in Canada, do not bring 
this rifle into the country. Its 18 *4-inch 
barrel makes it a restricted weapon in 
Canada which puts it in the same cat¬ 
egory as handguns. Tb be legal it must 
have an 18 V 2 -inch barrel. I also liked 
the favorable comments on the No. 4 
Lee-Enfield, the No. 5 Jungle Carbine. 
I’ve never owned or used a No. 5 my¬ 
self, but according to some owners, it 
has a nasty habit of shifting point of 
impact. For a bolt-action scout rifle, 
my preference would be a Springfield 
1903-A3 (30-06) or a Long Branch- 
manufactured Lee-Enfield No. 4 Mkl 
made after 1945. Of course, a Lee- 
Enfield refitted to a .308 would be 
even better. In semiauto, I would pro¬ 


bably opt for a TRW-manufactured M14, 
which is probably the most accurate 
military rifle ever made.

Quebec, Canada 

The author of the article, David 
James Marshall, responds: I was una¬ 
ware of the legal requirement for I 8 V 2 - 
inch or longer rifle barrels in Canada. 
Regarding the No. 5 Jungle Carbine 
shifting its point of impact, this may 
be caused by a number of factors. Most 
prevalent among them is the circa-WWII 
wood used in the stock drying out over 
the years. Every time this rifle is taken 
out into wet or humid weather, the stock 
absorbs moisture and swells, pressing 
into the barrel at some point and caus¬ 
ing a point of impact change. This is 
easily remedied by having the barrel 
glass bedded. A gunsmith or talented 
do-it-yourselfer can glass bed an action 
and barrel channel over a weekend. 
Aside from that, keep all action screws 
tight with an anti-vibration thread 
locking compound. The same would go 
for scope rings and mounts. 

Buck Knives 

Several weeks ago I returned my 
Model 301 Stockman Buck knife to the 
factory to be repaired. I enclosed a let¬ 
ter of explanation that told Buck that 
I owned the knife for 12 years (two 
years past the 10 -year warranty) and 
that I had broken the tip of the main 
blade while using it to pry something 
a long time ago. The wrist pin on the 
main blade was broken and the knife 
was not usable. I asked Buck to repair 
the knife and bill me. Two and a half 
weeks later the knife was returned. 
The main blade and one of the smaller 
blades had been replaced and the third 
blade had been buffed out. The knife 
looked like new. On the invoice was 
the notation: “No Charge ” Buck Knives 
not only offers an excellent product, 
they stand by it even better.

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Yukon Journey: 

Surviving Alone 
In The Wilds 

Become aware now of what it means to be alone and what that demands of you. . . 

--By Charles W. Sasser-- 



EVEN HUNDRED miles canoeing 
solo across the last great wilder¬ 
ness in the world, through the heart 
of Canada’s Yukon Territory. Wracked 
by fever, I managed to erect my shelter 
on an island where some passing trap¬ 
per or miner might spot me. Illness 
is only one danger that being alone 
in the wilds may amplify to the point 
of being a matter of life or death. 

Surviving when the only person you 
can depend upon is yourself requires 
a special frame of mind that, like 
Robinson Crusoe, you may never know 
you possess until your ship cracks up 
on the shoals and you find yourself 
one against the wilderness. There are 
certain preparations you can make in 
advance, however, to help even out 
the odds. 

Perhaps the most important first step 
you can take toward surviving solo in 
the wilds is to become aware now of 
what it means to be alone and what 
that demands of you. A man alone is 
more vulnerable, more susceptible to 
his inner fears. Being consciously aware 
of this can help you overcome them. 

“Aren’t you afraid?” friends demanded 
as I prepared to depart for the Yukon. 
“What if something happens to you 
when you’re by yourself miles and 
miles from help?” 

“The fear of being alone,” I replied, 
“not being alone itself, is the fear you 
have to overcome.” 

I have spent a lot of time in jungles, 
deserts, mountains, and on the sea. I 
have sailed the Gulf Stream in a 17- 
foot Sunfish, trekked wartime jungles 
in Central America, trudged across 
deserts, climbed mountains, floated 
rivers. Being alone in the wilderness 
so much like this has provided me 
with special insights and skills for 
surviving. 

Tb compensate for lack of companion¬ 


ship and subsequent increased risks, 
your senses sharpen to the prospect 
of danger. Animal instincts you may 
rarely have used before suddenly come 
into play. You become more cautious, 
more prudent, more aware. You begin 
to see, hear, smell, and feel things 
as though they were fresh and new. 
Nature, if you let it, will prepare your 


mind for solo survival. 

You can help nature. The best way 
to do this is to practice being alone. 
Go fishing to isolated streams, walk 
in the forest, camp overnight with only 
the darkness and the wild animals for 
company. 

“Other people do not actual^ exist 
for me now, and I rejoice in being at

this moment the most alone man of 
the billions on earth” wrote Webb 
Chiles in Storm Passage , his chronicle 
of sailing alone around Cape Horn. 

While you may never reach this state 
of nirvana, practicing aloneness will 
give you the self confidence and self 
dependency to survive alone if it should 
ever become necessary. 

Rules, Principles — Once you have 
mastered yourself and your fears, solo 
survival depends on a simple system 
of rules and principles. 

The first of these principles is that, 
to survive in the outdoors, you must 
master at least some of the more impor¬ 
tant skills of living in the outdoors. 
These skills include shooting a gun, 
using a knife, knowing the habits of 
fish and wildlife, distinguishing between 
certain kinds of plants. You should be 
able to swim, use a compass and map, 
build a fire, construct a shelter, and 
be competent in hiking, canoeing, and 
mountaineering. 

For a chechako , or tenderfoot, to 
have undertaken a solo canoe crossing 
of the Yukon after a few Sundays pad¬ 
dling around a quiet neighborhood 
stream might have been tantamount to 
suicide. I was chased off an island by 
a cow moose, encountered bear, shot 
rapids, and camped so alone that at 


times I was perhaps 200 miles from 
the next human being. Quite obviously, 
my safety depended heavily upon the 
outdoors skills I had used and per¬ 
fected over the years. Such skills are 
like a life insurance policy that you 
can cash in should you ever need it. 

A couple of essential rules can be 
added to this principle to strengthen it 

The first rule is to always let some¬ 
one know where you are going to be, 


if possible, and when you will return. 

A friend of mine in White Horse, 
Yukon Territory, named Dave Loeks 
operates an adventurer outfitting com¬ 
pany called ARCTIC EDGE. Before I 
left on my journey, I traced for him 
on a map my proposed journey from 
Quiet Lake high in the snow-capped 
Big Salmon Range to Dawson City, not 
far from the Alaskan border. 

“If I don’t hear from you in three 
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weeks” he said, “I’ll come looking.” 

The second rule states that you 
should know, in advance, as much 
about where you are going as you can 
in case something should happen. 

No matter where you’re going or 
what you’re doing that involves wilder¬ 
ness — if it’s taking a bush plane or 
going fishing or hunting in a group 
— find out everything you can about 
your destination and your route of 
travel. The possibility always exists 
that you could find yourself stranded 
or wrecked. That is when the knowledge 
you acquire beforehand can save your 
life, as it did a friend of mine named 
Jack Kelly. 

Kelly’s plane crashed in the Wran¬ 
gell Mountains of Alaska. Because he 
knew the country and had studied it 
prior to setting out, he was able to 
survive for two weeks on blueberries 
and raw Dali sheep meat — and to 
escape alive. 

Before I undertake any of my adven¬ 
tures, I read everything I can find 
about the country I’ll be operating in. 
I pore over maps, brief myself on the 
flora and fauna, and as a final touch 
question locals who know the terrain. 

“The log jams here coming out of 
Quiet Lake can be treacherous,” Dave 
Loeks informed me, pointing on the 
map. “Keep to the far right of the 
rapids at Five Fingers. People get killed 
trying to shoot the left side.” 

As I rounded a bend in the Yukon 
River and faced the boiling white water 
thundering between rock skyscrapers, 
the left passage at Five Fingers did, 
in fact, appear to be the easier route. 
Had I not spoken to Loeks about it, 
I might have tried the far more haz¬ 
ardous left passage. I might not have 
made it. 

A second principle of solo wilderness 
travel has its own set of rules to rein¬ 
force it. The principle is simple: Be 
prepared. 

When Big Salmon River tumbles out 
of the north end of Quiet Lake, it is 
like looking down a liquid ski slope. 
It takes your breath. With a last push 
of the paddle I was riding a roller 
coaster of white water, darting through 
passageways narrowed and angered by 
log jams. Getting caught sideways 
might have ripped my 17-foot fiber¬ 
glass Ottawa in half. 

Certain risks, I believe, are inherent 
in a life lived well and truly. The only 
way to avoid them is to lock yourself 


inside your house — and even then a 
tornado or a runaway 18-wheeler might 
get you. The trick is not to avoid risks, 
but instead be prepared to face them. 

Preparing — Preparation for solo sur¬ 
vival need not be elaborate nor involve 
bulky hard-to-carry supplies. It should 
be well thought out in advance, how¬ 
ever, and it should be planned for the 
environment and the activity. You never 
know when a fishing trip to the Saw- 
tooths might turn bad. 

For the canoeing, as an example, I 
packed all foodstuffs, clothing, and 
sleeping gear inside my pack and then 
rolled that inside a poncho to make 
a “poncho raft” that would float and 
keep my gear dry should I capsize. (If 
you’re buying a poncho, select one of 
the old-style latex ones; the modern 
nylon ones won’t even shed rain.) I 
then attached the poncho raft to the 
canoe with a lanyard so that all my 
supplies would remain together should 
an accident separate me from the 
canoe. The canoe had flotation blown 
underneath the seats that would keep 
it afloat whether it was intact or in 
pieces. 

A rule I always follow in my wilder¬ 
ness preparations is to carry on my 
person, not in my pack, a few survival 
items should my pack fall off a cliff, 
sink in rapids, or whatever. 

On my belt I carry two knives — a 
wide-bladed bush knife that weighs 
about eight pounds, and a sharp skin¬ 
ning knife. (I also carry a small .22 
pistol whenever I can; Canadian law, 
however, prohibits bringing handguns 
into country.) The bush knife has 
dozens of uses. It serves as a hatchet, 
hammer, or shovel, for example. The 
skinning knife takes care of everything 
else from cleaning a rabbit to whittling 
a trigger peg for an animal snare. 

I also carry on my belt a canteen 
and a pocket-sized survival kit. In¬ 
cluded in the kit are matches, first aid 
supplies, salt, a map of the area, fish¬ 
ing line, and fish hooks. The smaller 
the hooks, the better. You can make 
animal snares and traps from fishing 
lines and hooks as well as fishing with 
them. You can even catch birds by 
baiting a hook on a line for a bird to 
swallow. 

Just this bit of preparation could 
give you that extra edge you may some 
day need. 

Important as all these principles and

rules are to solo survival, there is one 
that is more vital than all the rest 
and around which the others revolve. 
I think it came from Ben Franklin’s 
Poor Richard’s Almanac, but my grand¬ 
mother appropriated it as her own: 
“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” 

I find it better, for example, to pre¬ 
vent hypothermia than to try to treat 
it. Whenever it rained on the river, I 
beached the canoe and crept under¬ 
neath my poncho. If I got my boots and 
jeans wet in rapids, I went ashore and 
dried them over a fire. 

I especially follow this rule when 
camping in bear country. Although 
Canadian law permits you to carry a 
shotgun for protection (I had a 12- 
gauge with slugs), it’s much better 
to prevent a bear attack than cope 
with one. I often discovered bear signs 
around my camp. Jb prevent an un¬ 
wanted encounter with any of the 
bruins, I stored my food in a water¬ 
proof and almost scent-proof bag in a 
tree at some distance from camp. I 
never ate inside my tent, not even so 
much as a candy bar, since most bear 
attacks are prompted by the animals 
smell i ng and attempting to get to food. 

I practice a variety of other preven¬ 
tion techniques whenever I travel alone. 

An instance of having to walk in the 
desert in sneakers taught me the value 
of bringing hiking boots where ever 
I venture into the wilderness. Hiking 
boots can also prevent snake bite. Lit¬ 
tle prevention items like a sail patch¬ 
ing kit or an extra PFD or a regimen 
of innoculations before you travel in 
a foreign wilderness can turn the day 
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for you in an emergency. 

A few minutes of considering what 
could happen and then doing every¬ 
thing you reasonably can to prevent 
it from happening is often enough to 
reduce your chances of confronting total 
catastrophe. Still, no matter how you 
try, you cannot possibly prepare for 
every eventuality or prevent all mishaps. 

“There is no adventure when every¬ 
thing goes exactly as planned,” said 
one outdoorsman in giving his defin¬ 
ition of adventure. “Adventure begins 
where all best-laid plans start falling 
apart.” 

It is generally when plans fall apart 
that you face the need to survive. In 
an age of gadgets and trinkets we often 
forget that the best survival tools of 
all are our own bodies and minds. Pre¬ 
paration for survival should begin 
there. 

“Survival is two things,” an Army 
Green Beret sergeant told us during 
Special Forces training. “It’s attitude 
and it's physical conditioning. You can 
have all the fancy survival equipment 
in the world, but if you don’t have the 
right outlook and if you’re not at least 
in reasonably good physical shape then 
you’re probably not going to make it.” 

Shooting rapids and paddling mile 
after mile across the Yukon, first down 
the entire length of the Big Salmon 
and then down the Yukon River, required 
stamina. Muscle and stamina in the 
outdoors are worth more, ultimately, 
than anything you can carry in a sur¬ 
vival kit. 

You don’t get in good physical shape 
and stay there by couch potatoing in 
front of Monday Night Football and 
catching the Silver Bullet. It takes 
effort and regular physical exercise pro¬ 
gram. I’m 46-years old. I train for 
marathon running, I compete in karate 
tournaments, I go to wars as a combat 
correspondent, and I do such as scuba 
dive and canoe across the Yukon. I 
figure I owe myself good physical con¬ 
ditioning — not only to survive if 
it should become necessary but also 
because it makes each day so much 
richer and rewarding. 

The other one of these essential sur¬ 
vival tools is the mind. A healthy mind 
lives inside a healthy body. A healthy 
mind is more than merely being aware 
of aloneness and accepting isolation. 
A healthy mind has to do with a general 
attitude toward life, with seeing your¬ 
self as confident, strong, capable. That 


is the attitude of a winner. It takes 
a winner to survive alone in the wil¬ 
derness. 

I once watched a packrat cornered 
in an old barn by a cat. The rat’s 
options seemed limited. It could either 
succumb or run for its life, either of 
which meant its end. But the rat didn’t 
see it that way. The brave little rodent 
suddenly stood up on its hind legs, mak¬ 
ing itself appear as large as possible, 
and actually growled at the stalking 
cat. The cat was so taken aback by the 
rat’s defiance that it hesitated, giving 
the rat the opportunity to find a loose 
board and escape. 

The rat was a winner. 

Studies of crime victims reveal that 
those who are most often assaulted or 
mugged on city streets are those who 
look like victims. They look like vic¬ 
tims because they feel like victims. 
Because they feel that way they actu¬ 
ally invite themselves to become victims. 

Felled with fever in the Yukon, I 
realized that the greatest threats to 
my well-being were my feelings of 
aloneness and isolation — feelings of 
being a victim. I couldn’t permit myself 
such luxury. While hoping that I might 
be found, I made myself face the real¬ 
ity that all I could really depend upon 
was myself. 

During periods of awareness, I con¬ 
centrated step by step upon what was 
necessary to survive this hour, this 
day. I deliberately shut out all thoughts 
of the future or of what might happen. 
I refused to think of home or of any¬ 
thing other than surviving this moment. 
I refused, in other words, to become 
a victim of either the circumstances 
or of my own thoughts. I stood up on 
my hind legs and growled back at 
the cat. 

Three days later I was shoving off 
down the river again. 

Surviving alone in the wilderness, 
then, is a combination of basic skills, 
principles, and rules coupled with a 
healthy awareness and with the desire 
to be prepared for it mentally and phy¬ 
sically. Should you ever find yourself 
having to survive solo, you may dis¬ 
cover the experience has left you with 
a new spiritual awareness of your own 
inner world and of your place in the 
universe. 

That was what Webb Chiles meant, 
too, when he said, “I rejoice in being. . . 
the most alone man of the billions on 
earth.” •

U.S. export .30-06 by Winchester and 
some German DAG, Boxer, noncorro¬ 
sive, around in limited quantities right 
now, but it’s selling at very high prices. 
.223 — I’m not a beliver in the .223, 
though I enjoy the ease of shooting it. 
So I put some of the Portuguese through 
a heavy-barreled custom varmint rifle, 
and found it outperformed some older 
U.S. ball. This stuff is Boxer primed, 
and all .223 is noncorrosive. 

8mm. Mauser. This is one of my 
favorite loadings. There’s a lot of Egyp¬ 
tian and Portuguese stuff dated from the 
1950s and 1960s on the market. The 
Egyptian is okay and very cheap. It 
is dirty, but I had no misfires and no 
real flyqrs. The Portuguese is clean, 
extremely accurate “heavy” ball, and 
is noncorrosive. The new Yugoslavian 


stuff is a 200-grain softpoint, Berdan 
primed, and it’s very accurate and sta¬ 
ble out to 300 yards and hits very hard. 

7.62x39 Soviet. I fired the Chinese 
load, which comes in AK/SKS strip¬ 
pers, and found it credibly accurate. 
This is new or newish ammo, and 
though corrosive, it’s quite clean. Word 
is there will be a new Yugoslav load¬ 
ing along, Boxer primed; that would 
be worth trying. 

7.62x54R Soviet. The Chinese ammo 
shot satisfactorily from my long- 
barreled Nagant M.1891. However, 
there’s a new Yugoslav 184-grain soft- 
point, Boxer-primed, coming soon, 
about which I have heard wonderful 
things. My Nagant shot 1 Y h n groups 
at 100 yards with Norma’s softpoint, 
the Chinese about 3 inches. Of course, 


the Chinese is much cheaper. 

Miscellaneous. I was unable to acquire 
a firearm in which to test the 8x56R 
Nazi-issue 1938 Mannhcher load. It 
comes in clips for the old Austro- 
Hungarian rifle, looks almost too good 
to shoot. The ammo apears to have 
had excellent storage and care, so I 
wouldn’t be amazed if it shot fairly 
well. 

I shot some steel cased “EC 43” G.L 
.45 ACP out of an M1928 Thompson, 
and ran into two dead primers. Some 
truly ancient 1935 Frankford Arsenal, 
however, was digested both by the 
Chicago Piano and an M.1911A1 with 
100 percent function and accuracy 
equal to the best commercial stuff. 

The 6.5 Japanese is apparently Euro¬ 
pean, possibly English, as it’s dated 
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with the conventional European style 
Arabic Numerals and Western dates. 
Jackets appear to be tinned steel. It’s 
nowhere near as accurate as the superb 
Norma load, but not as shaky as some 
of the erratic WWII vintage Japanese 
fodder I’ve burned. 

The 7.5 French, in this case Syrian 
made, was run through a MAS 36 
with aggravating results. The French 
priming compounds are rather unsta¬ 
ble, and apparently, the Syrian ammo 
follows the French formulae. These 
rifles are quite accurate, but the ammo 
was very erratic. At 100 yards, two 
consecutive rounds impacted the “X” 
on the standard NR A target, overlap¬ 
ping each other. The third wouldn’t 
fire at all. The fourth completely missed 
the target and backboard. The fifth 
hit low in the “8” ring. This wasn’t 
the rifle or the shooter. The differences 
in recoil and report could be felt and 
heard. These primers are mercuric and 
corrosive, in addition to being down¬ 
right flaky. Someone in the U.S. really 
should make a credible load for these 
rifles, which are now on the market 
at genuine bargain prices. The rifles 
are good, but the ammo is useless. 

Two more Yugoslav loads, Hansen’s 
.22 LR and some surplus .380, were 
also run through my pistols. Signifi¬ 
cantly, my finicky Bernardelli target 
pistol did very well, with the Hansen 
.22. My Llama .380 eats everything 
just fine, and put the .380s from Eas¬ 
tern Europe all inside the “x” ring on 
the smallbore target at 21 feet, did 
almost as well at 50 feet. 

Surplus ammo is usually a genuine 
bargain. . . high value with low price. 
In some loadings, especially .308, speci¬ 
fications are tightly adhered to, storage 
has virtually always been good, and 
for practical purposes, bad ammo and 
corrosive ammo simply don’t exist. In 
some of the more obscure loadings, 
surplus may be your only choice. It’s 
sometimes wise to dig around for small 
samples before ordering in quantity. 
And it’s wise to ignore what ammo 
looks like, unless we’re talking about 
really obvious things like cracked necks 
and green “fudge” on primers. two 
of the worst looking loads, cosmetically 
speaking, the Indian .308 and the 
Spanish 9mm., were comparatively the 
most accurate I shot. And the FN-1951 
looked great. . . but accuracy-wise, I 
could’ve done better throwing rocks. •

small amounts of gold and silver now. 
There are many experts who maintain 
gold is over priced and silver is under 
priced. I also believe this to be true. 
This is good news, however. 

No matter what kind of economic 
straits you are in you can always afford 
to purchase an ounce of silver a month. 
You may scoff at this notion, and say 
too little too late. Nonsense! Remem¬ 
ber, Rome wasn’t built in a day. A long 
journey starts with the first step! Take 
a positive attitude and start getting 
it together. 

You can start buying silver for as 
little as $10 per month. If you save 
a small percentage of your paycheck 
now, I would suggest taking half that 
amount and buying silver bullion or 
U.S. junk silver. If you don’t save a 
portion of your income on a regular 
basis, start now 

Mr. Ruff recommends a quarter bag 
of junk silver per household member. 
There is $1,000 face value of coins to 
a bag. Junk silver is U.S. coins of 1964 
and earlier vintage. These coins show 
considerable wear and thus are of little 
intrinsic value to collectors. These 
coins can be found at most stamp and 
coin shops. You don’t have to buy silver 
in large quantities. Most dealers have 
a bargain bin or table where you can 
buy the coins individually if you desire. 
Presently, dealers are asking about 5:1. 
That is five times the face value of the 
coin. A Franklin half dollar piece would 
cost you $2.50. These coins are 90 per¬ 
cent silver content and are of .900 fine¬ 
ness. If you were to go out and pur¬ 
chase 14 dimes you would pay $7 and 
have just a smidgen over one ounce of 
silver. It’s a start. Now that’s not so 
bad is it? I would avoid buying silver 
dollars though because they generally 
carry a bit of a premium price in addi¬ 
tion to the 5:1 price ratio. This is 
because people collect silver dollars 
no matter what the condition of the 
coin, thus dealers can get their pre¬ 
mium price. 

If you are not content with dimes, 
quarters, and halves, buy some bullion 
coins. It is highly recommended you 
keep the bullion coins in manageable 
face values. If the time comes when 
silver is used in everyday transactions 
it may be awkward to negotiate with 
Five-ounce bars. This may be okay for 
large transactions but it is better to 
make one-ounce rounds your biggest 
denomination. 


It is further advised that you stick 
with brand name mints when purchas¬ 
ing your bullion. Johnson Matthey 
and Engelhard mints are the biggest 
and most widely known. The reason 
for this is they are known to be relia¬ 
ble and they enjoy a good reputation. 

Gold — Gold is always appealing, and 
sooner or later you will want to own 
some. Gold can be had for less money 
than you would think. Mexican 2Vz 
peso pieces are running about $23 and 
are about one sixteenth of an ounce. 
The smaller the denomination, the big¬ 
ger the premium has to be paid. Some¬ 
times it is necessary to buy smaller 
denominations because of cost and 
manageability. It’s a little hard to 
walk into a place of business and ask 
if they can break your one-ounce Cana¬ 
dian Maple Leaf, or your one-ounce 
Krugerrand! The same rules for buy¬ 
ing silver should be used in the pro¬ 
curement of gold. Always buy from a 
reputable dealer at retail level, and 
always take physical possession of the 
metal. 

There are some dos and don’ts when 
buying precious metals. Do not run 
your mouth about your business. It 
isn’t necessary to tell your friends you 
are buying silver and gold. Do take 
physical possession of the goods. Do 
buy a little each pay period. Do not 
sell it if the price soars. This is for 
emergencies. Do keep it in a safe at 
home. This can be a pipe safe or what¬ 
ever you deem secure, but do not keep 
your coins in a safe deposit box at a 
bank or any other commercial insti¬ 
tution. You may not be able to get it 
out when you need it the most. Do not 
polish it. 

Getting out of debt should be a pri- 
orty in your life. Collecting precious 
metals should also be a priority. Con¬ 
solidating your bills and financing 
through a credit union is a good way 
to start cleaning up your financial 
loose ends. Get rid of the credit cards 
if you h ave to. Start planning your eco¬ 
nomic future now so you won’t have 
to be a slave to the system, or worse 
yet be made a victim of it. Listen to 
the news and try to keep an ear cocked 
toward the financial movers and shakers. 
Read books and magazines on the sub¬ 
ject of economics and finance to expand 
your intellectual horizons.
